Japanese ‘government instruc-

treaty. Tokyo insists the treaty 
is‘applicable only to territorics 
now or in future . under Na- 
tlonalist control, 


The Japanese government told 
the delegation to acecpt in 
principle the Nationalist taking- 
aver of property of the puppet 
regimes sct up ‘by the Japanese 
since September 1931, but said 
the working clause should be 
changed, On the strength of 
the instructions, the Japanese 
would ask more talks mith the 
Nationalists. 


The Foreign Minister, Mr

NOT EASY YEAR 

Although the resulls cf the year's 
trading must be regarded as satis~

Continuing with his outline of 

Crown case, Mr Hooton 
quoted more passages which he 
claimed were Ilkely to bring 
the Government into ‘hatred 
and contempt and to raise Wis- 
content among . the inhabitants 
of the Colony, The paper 
alleged that the (Government 
had: perpetrated “bloody 
-outrages” “and burbarous,. wick- . 
ed and criminal acts and was 
guilty~~ of - reactionary ~~ acts - of ~ 
violence and pernicious plots. .. 

“Even more seditious is the 
allegation that the British Gav- 
ernment and British Crown have 
Intensified their efforts in ar- 
resting and IdWing the Chinese 
here, and that they are not act- © 
ng even of their own accord 
but under. the authority and - 
obedience of ,another foreign 
nation, «and because of their 
stibjection .to another nation, 
are persccufing the Chinese in- 
habitants," 

“You will probably agree in 
view of an ‘article of that 
nature, that the Attorney- 
General had no course open to: 
him other than to institute a 
prosecution. for .a seditious 
publication,” Mr Hooton said to 
the Jury. oe

Going on ‘to, another aspect 
which he sald the Jury would be 
asked to consider, he said thut: 
‘they would note that the words 
used in the article purported ‘to 
be a repetition of the words ina: . 
newspaper in Peking—a. foretgn

and in a case of libel, it was a 
principle af law that, the repetl- 
tlon of defamatory or ‘seditious 
word3-was no defense whatsocver™ 
in law.
